S.R.O, 22.—In exercise oF the powers conferred b-y the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules to amend the Indian Air' Force 
(Senior Stlentilio Assistant and Junior Scientific Assistant) 
Recruitment Rules, 1987, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may bo called the Indian Air Force 
(Senior Scientific Assistant and Junior Scientific Assistant 
Recruitment (Amendment) Rules. 1991. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the date ot their 
publication in the official Gazette. 

2, In the Schedule to the Indian Air Force (Senior Scienti¬ 
fic Assistant and Junior Scientific Assistant) Recruitment 
Rules, 1987,—■ 

(1) Against serial number 1 relating to the post of 
Senior Scientific Assistant, for the entry under column 12, 
the following shall bo substilafed, namely — 

“'Promotion : 

Junior Scientific Assistant with three years’ service in the 
grade rendered after .ippoiutment thereto on a regular basis. 
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Note : When Juniors who hnve completed the eligibility 
period are considered for promotion, their seniors would 
also be considered irrespective of whether they have com¬ 
pleted the requisite service, provided they have completed 
the probation period” 

(2) Against serial number 2 relating to the post of Junior 
Scientific Assistant, for the entry under column 12. the 
following shall bo substituted, namely — 

‘‘By Promotion:— 

Laboratory Assistant with three years regular service in 
the grade. 

Note ; When .Tnniors who have completed the eligibility 
period are considered for promoion, their seniors would alsO' 
be cnsidcred irrespective of whether have completed the 
requisite service, provided they have completed the probation 
period.” 

By Transfer- 

Persons working in similar equivalent or higher jiosts in 
the lovv'cr formations of fJefence Services as on Civil Post”.

1. (1) These niles may be called the Indian .Air Force 
(Stenographer Grade III) Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 
1992. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Cl-ficial Gazette. 

2. In the Schedule to the Indian Air Force fStenographet 
Grade III) Rec.-aitment Rules, 1988 for the entry under 
oclumn 12, the following entry jhall be substituted, namely:— 

‘'PROMOTION—-Lower Division Clerks with 3 years’ 
continuous service in the grade after appointment thereto on 
a regular basis. The s-imc period of service sh:tli also apply 
in the case of a candidate who has served partly as a Lower 
Division Clerk or an i pper Division Clerk .-ind partly in an 
equivalent grade.

Transfer.—Upper Division Cleiks who passcss the quali¬ 
fications prescribe-! in :o!umn S, 

‘‘For Ex-Servicemen, Transfer on deputation|re-employment. 

The Amed Force Personnel due to retire or who are to 
be transferred to reserve within a period of one year and 
having the requi.site expe.ience and qiialificaticn.s prescribed 
shall also be considered. Sucli persons would be given deputa¬ 
tion terms upto the date on which fhev are due for release 
from the Armed Forces; thcieafter they may be continued 
on re-employment”.
